WHY W. S. HILL LOST 
SHIPPING BOARD JOG 


He Says He Negotiated Loan 
From Man Indirectly in 
Shipping Business.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—W. 8. 


Hill of South Dakota, who was re- 
placed today as aimember of the 
Shipping Board, said his failure to 
continue in office was brought 
about by a loan he had obtained 


from a man indirectly connected 
with shipping interests. 

The retiring Commissioner said 
the Department of Justice had in- 
vestigated the details surrounding 
the transaction. 

“T obtained a loan as an indi- 
vidual from an individual, and 
never dreamed that it would be 
brought up as a blot on my rec- 
ord,” Hill said. “I obtained the 
money from a man indirectly con- 


| nected with shipping interests, it is 


true, but it never occurred to me 
that anyone would consider it any- 
thing but a personal matter. The 
loan has never had any btaring on 
any action I have taken while a 
member of the board and I feel 
that the public will realize that.” 

Hill said that he had borrowed 
the money to help a small bank in 
a town near Mitchell, S. D., and 
that the Department of Justice has 
been so informed. 

Albert H. Denton of Kansas was 
nominated by the > President in 
piace of Hill. Denton is a banker 
at Arkansas City. 

When Hill was appointed last 
June it was the understanding that 
be would support Coolidge’s policy 
of disposing of the ships with the 
Lest possible incentive to private 
tuyers, but since that time he has 
hecome identified with a group of 
the Shipping Board which desires 
te impose stronger guarantees On 
those who 7ould buy the . :ssels. 

Apparently, the President's de- 
cision to supplant Hill was reached 
definitely over the w2ek-end,‘as he 
called Senator Norbeck of South 
Dakota to the White House early 
today and discussed the matter 
with him. It was uncerstood that 
the President asked the Senator to 
explain to Hill why his services 
‘sere no longer desired and the 
Shipping Eoard member did call 
immediately -*'.rward at the Sen- 
ator’s office, where a long confer- 
ence was held. 

Hill later announced that he had 
just sent his resignation to the 
President. 

Hill, a Republican, was appoint- 
ed to the Shipping Board, Feb. 1, 
1924, to fill the unexpired term of 
A. D. Lasker. «His term expired on 
June 8, 1927, when he received a 
recess appointment,

REMUS CALMINESS 
AFTER SHOOTING 
WIFE DESCRIBED 


Police Seargeant Says De- 
fendant Talked Quietly 
When Arrested—Thinks 
He Was Sane. 


BERGER ACCUSES 
TAFT OF FRAME-UP 


Self-Styled ‘‘Star Witness’ 
Addresses Court Angrily 
in Denouncing Indict- 

ment.

CINCINNATI, O., Dec. 12. 
George Remus’ behavior immedi- 
ately after the murder of his wife, 
was related to the jury today in 
Remus’ trial for the murder of his 
wife, Imogene, in Eden Park here 
Oct. 6, by Sergt. George Dooley of 
the Cincinnati police in the State’s 
rebuttal which seeks to establish 
Remus was sane at the time of 
the murder, 

Sergt. Dooley told how he met 
Remus at police headquarters af- 
ter the shooting and how Remus 
pointed thé way to the scene of 


the shooting in Eden Park. bad | 
asked him where the gun was” said 
the witness “‘and he said it got 
lost in the scuffle. I asked where 
the car was he had used and he re- 
pled, ‘It-is abandoned in the park.’ ”’ 
He pointed out the scene. 

“He said he shot his wife and 
pointed to the spot in the park 
and said, ‘This is the place where 
the shooting took place.’” 

Later, Sergt. Dooley said, he 
talked with Remus and George 
Connors, his right hand man, at 
headquarters, Connors said to 
him, “I'll have an attorney here in 
the morning.” Remus said, “No, 
George Remus will defend him- 
self,” according to the witness. 


Denied He Was Insane. 


A police physician, the witness 
said, began questioning Remus. 
‘The doctor asked Remus, ‘Is your 
plea to be insanity?” Remus an- 
swered, ‘Not for one moment, no 
sir,’ ” said the Sergeant. ‘He then 
told the doctor how many first 
degree murder cases he had tried 
in a year. He said he had tried 
and won 18, I think.”’ 

Sergeant Dooley was asked how 
Remus spoke of his wife. 

‘He referred to her as that de- 
composed mass of clay,’”’ the wit- 
ness said. “He was calm and col- 
lected. He talked plainly. He said 
he had no regrets. He answered 
every question. From his  be- 
havior I concluded he was sane.” 

The defense excused Sergt. Doo- 
ley without cross-examination and 
sought to have his testimony ex- 
cluded on the ground of repetition. 
Attorney Elston was overruled, 
however, and the State called 
Lieut. Frank McNeal of the Cin- 
cinnati police. 

“Mr. ‘Remus came into the po- 
lice station,” McNeal _ testified, 
“and said he wanted to give him- 
self up. He said, ‘I have just shot 
my wife.” Remus described how 
he left the scene of the shooting, 
walked over the hill and an auto 
driver picked him up and drove 
him to the Pennsylvania Station. 
He then got a taxicab and drove to 
the First District Station.” 

Lieut. McNeal related how coolly 
Remus had told the details of the 
shooting. 

“He said he left home at about 
6 a. m. and drove to thte Alms 
Hotel. There he said he waited for 
that decomposed mass of clay and 
that to come out.” 

He then said he had followed 
Mrs. Remus’ taxicab. 

Tells of Pursuing Wife. 

“He told us how he twice tried 
to jam Mrs. Remus’ taxicab into 
the curb with his car, and suc- 
ceeded in the attempt. Remus said, 
‘I got out and ran up to my wife 
and said, “You decomposed mass 
of clay—I have got you.” She 
started to run. I pulled the gun 
out of my pocket and she screamed, 
“Oh, daddy, don’t shoot me.”’’ 

The witness next related how he 
had told Remus his wife was dead 
and had asked him if he wished 
to make a statement. Remus said, 
according to Lieut. McNeal, “None 
other than that this is the penalty 
people pay who go contrary to the 
rules of society.” 

Lieut. . McNeal said, “I think 
Remus was perfectly sane.” 

The State then offered in evt- 
@2nce all the depositions taken in 
the divcorce case of Remus against 
his wife and hers against him. A 
sharp disagreement arose between 
Remus and his counsel over the 
admissability of this testimony. 

Attorney Elston objected. Remns 
sprang to his feet and sald, “O* 
course, let the depositions co in.

PERSONAL INJURY INSURANCE 
RATES INCREASED 16 PER CENT 


Greater Power and Speed of Auto- 
mobiles and Liberality of Juries 
Ascribed as Reasons.

NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—Personal 
injury insurance rates for automo- 
bile owners in the country at large 
will rise 16 per cent today, accord- 


‘ing to an announcement of Albert 


W. Whitney, acting general man- 
ager of the’ National Bureau of 
Casulty and Surety Underwriters, 
which includes the leading casual- 
ty insurance companies Of the 
United States, 

The reason for this sudden in- 
crease are listed by Whitney as: 
The greater power and speed of 
automobiles, greater use of auto- 
ynobiles due to improved highways, 
increasing frequency of claims, 
growing tendency of injured per- 
sons to demand large damages, and 
the marked tendency of juries to 
award larger amounts of damges. 


BETS ON KENTUCKY DOG RACES 
FORBIDDEN BY SUPREME: COURT 


Jurists Refuse to Order State Offi- 
cials to Permit Practice at Cov- 
ington Kennel Club. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—De- 
votees of dog racing in Kentucky 
were given a setback today when 
the Supreme Court refused to order 
Kentucky officials to permit bet- 
ting on such races at the Erlanger 
Fair Grounds at Covington. 

The Court acted in a case brought 
by Owen P. Smith and others in- 
terested in the Earl Engel Kennel 
Club. They had attacked a Ken- 
tucky Court decision under which 
betting on dog races was prohib- 
ited, although permitted on horse 
racing. They contended that the 
effect of the State Court decision 
was to effectually end dog racing. 

Without going into the merits of 
the question, the Supreme Court 
merely affirmed the decision of the 
State courts. 


HOUSE APPROVES NORMAL 
INDIVIDUAL INCOME TAX 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Ttre 
House approved that section of 
the new tax bill continuing the 
present normal tax rate on indi- 
vidual incomes. 

The section was passed over 
without discussion or Move by any 
member to amend it. The Treasury 
recommended that these levies be 
retained as they are. 

Existing surtax rates on indi- 
vidual incomes also were approved 
after the House rejected a propvue- 
al by Representative La Guardia, 
(Rep.) of New York, to place: an 
extra tax of 30 per cent on net in- 
comes in excess of $1,500,000.

It was explained at the etchangs 
that, inasmuch as transactions in 
stocks are made between individ- 
uals on the floor of the exchange 
and not by the exchange itself, a 
coneern whose snares had been 
listed could have no control over 
tlie list. Removal of stocks from 
the list would be required to go 
through the regular channel and 
would depend upon che action: of 
the Committee on List!ng.

The Building Commissioner 
cLarges that the fire escape land- 
ings on the second and third floors 
are reached through rooms which 
are kept locked, and not from the 
rallway direct, as required by law. 
He said also that an ins vcctor, 
who called there a few days ago, 
and who had some difficulty in ob- 
teining admission to the premises, 
gcund rubbish fn the basement. 


Wants Tenants Moved From Forest 


Park College Building. 

The Building Commissioner to- 
day asked the police to require 
tenants to vacate the three-story 
Forest Park College building ,at 
5922 Clayton avenue, which was 
condemned several weeks ago. This 
building, he said, was unsafe not 
only from the standpoint of fire 
protection, but as to its general 
condition, and is in danger of col- 
lapse. 

The building is of stucco con- 
struction in the first story, and the 
upper stories are of slate and 
wood. Albert and Bessie Mayer 
own the wesf part, and the east 
part is owned by Jacob Hartz and 
A. R. Schollmeyer. The last-named, 
a real estate dealer, has approved 
of the condemnation order, but 
Hartz is said by building inspectors 
to have threatened to defend the 
place agairst anyone attecrapting 
to carry out the condemnation o-:- 
der. Several persons are said to 
be occupying the west part of the 
building.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Those 
two able parliamentary warriors, 


Reed of Missouri and Reed of 
Pennsylvania, tangled again in the 
Senate this afternoon, and Jim 
Reed won. 

The fight was over a resolution 
by Reed of Missouri, formally. ex- 
tending the life of his campaign 
slush fund investigating committee 
until it shall have made a final 
report. Reed was blocked by the 
other Reed when he attempted to 
get a vote on this resolution last 

Friday. ” 

Calling the matter up again to- 
day, the Missourian demanded an 
immediate vote. Reed of Pennsyl- 
vania, in his familiar role of op- 
position to his distant cousin's ef- 
fort to probe into election corrup- 
tion in Pennsylvania and other 
States, was on his feet with an im- 
mediate protest. He spoke with an 
air of martyrdom. 

He wag aware, he said, that there 
were ample votes in the Senate to 
pass the resolution, but he could 
not refrain from calling attention 
to an error in it. The error, he 
continued, was in the statement 
that the special Reed committee 
continued to live through the last 
congressional recess. He wanted 
it understood that, under the rules 
of the Senate, none but the stand- 
ing committees of the Senate could 
exist from one congress to another, 
without special authorizatian, 

Magic of the Senate, 

“But,” said Reed of Pennsylva- 
nia, sorrowfully, “I realize that the 
Senate, if it pleases, can de- 
clare that last month was July and 
that this place is Chicago.” 

King (Dem.) of Utah replied 
that the Senate gave the special 
committee an additional lease on 
life, when it empowered the com- 
mittee to sit “at such times and 
places” as it might determine and 
to collect and preserve the ballots 
in the Pennsylvania election of 
1926.. Manifestly, said King, the 
committee could not preserve the 
ballots unless it continued in exist- 
ence, 

Reed of Pennsylvania retorted 
that the, right to collect and keep 
the ballots was subsequently given 
to another committee. “I can do 
no more than protest,” he said re- 
signedly. 

Muffles Plaintive Cry. 

Reed of Missouri came into ac- 
tion with a broadside of sarcasm. 
“The attitude of injured innocence 
assumed by the Senator from Penn- 
sylvania,” said. the Missourian, “is 
a little amusing. One might think 
as he stands here plaintively de- 
claiming his protest that he was 
the sole guardian of what little is 
left of the public conscience. He 
makes his protest as if to say that, 
when future generations visit his 
shrine, they will declare that here 
lie the bones of the only honest 
man in the Senate.” 

Reed then told of the successful 
filibuster conducted by the Penn- 
sylvanians at, the end of the last 
Congress against the proposed ex- 
tension of the life of the investi- 
gating committee. 

Reed clinched his argument by 
asserting that the question at issue 
had been definitely decided by the 
Supreme Court in the Ma] Daugh- 
erty case, when it held that the 
Wheeler-Brookhart committee, 


though sitting in recess, had a/ 


right to call Daugherty as a wit-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The 
Government today again called

Supreme Court Reverses 
Conviction in New York 
Based on Search of Auto 
Without Warrant. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 12—Decid- 
ing a test case, the United States 
Supreme Court held today that evi- 
dence obtained by New York State 
police cannot lawfully be used by 
the Government in _ prosecutions 
under the grohibition enforcement 


act. 
The court sustained a plea that 


liquor found on an automobile 
taken by State police at Massen», 
N. Y., in August, 1924, could not 
legally be used as evidence because 
the machine had been searched 
without a warrant. 

The Massena case was selected 
from among several similar cases. 
When the car_in question ‘was 
seized Rosario Gambino and Joseph 
Lima of Utica, who wére riding in 
it, were arrested by the State po- 
lice, and turned over with the evi- 
dence taken, to Federal officers. 
They were prosecuted under the 
Federal prohibition aet and the 
lower courts threw out their ob- 
jection to the manner in which the 
seizure was made. New York has 
no State prohibition enforcement 
act. 

Delivering the opinion, Justice 
Brandeis pointed out that the auto- 
mobile was searched without a 
warrant. 

“The record in the case does 
not show that the relation be- 
tween the State troopers and the 
Federal agencies, for prohibition 
exforcement was called by counsel 
to the attention of the Court,” he 
said, “but as the conviction of 
these defendants rests wholly upon 
evidence obtained by invasion of 
their constitutional rights, we are 
of the opinion that the judgment 
should be reversed and the case 
re.anded for future proceedings.” 

There had been many instances 
in which the lower Federal court 
have admitted .- evidence obtained 
by State officers through wrongful 
search and seizure, said the Jus- 
tice, adding that “only three re- 
ported cases have been found in 
which it could have been sériousl} 
contended, in view of the law of 
the State and the facts appearing 
in the opinion, that the search and 
seizure had been made solely for 
the purpose of aiding in the en- 
fercement of the Federal law.”

Fast Passenger on Pe-nsyl- 
vania Line Runs Into Mo- 
tor Vehicle Near St. Ja- 
cob, Ill.

morning only at the capitol. Sol- 
diers stood before the Criminal 
Court of Appeals and the State 
Supreme Court chambers, with. or- 
ders to allow no one but justices 
and employes to enter.

Furniture Club Lottery Promoter 
Loses Appeal. 

The opinion in the Emerson case, 
written by Chief Justice R. F. 
Walker, was on a rehearing of 
Emerson’s appeal, following a pre- 
vious deaision of Division No. 2 
last January. The Court at that 
time’ held that Emerson had been 
convicted under the misdcmeanor 
section of the lottery law, which 
provides only a fine, but was sent- 
enced under the felony section, 
which provides imprisonment as a 
penalty. The first opinion trans- 
ferred the case to the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals, because of ‘he 
misdemeanor ruling, but the Attor- 
ney-General obtained a’ rehearing. 

Judge Walker held the informa- 
tion filed against Emerson was 
based on Section 3562, the felony 
section, and that the conviction 
and sentence were properly based 
on the felony section. Emerson 
was convicted in Circuit Judge 
Frey’s Court on April 29, 1925. 

Emerson’s company operated a 
chain of “furniture clubs’ in St. 
Louis. Contracts were sold to 
housewives for $55 worth of fur- 
niture, to be delivered at comple- 
tion of the payments in $1 weekly 
installments. As an inducement it 
was represented that once a week 
some contract in each club would 
be chosen for “discounting.” and 
the furniture on that contract de- 
livered at once without further 
payments. The company collected 
$275,000 in 1922 and 1923. 

Judge Walker ruled the method 
of operation of the clubs clearly 
came within the elements of a lot- 
tery, including consideration, 
chance and a prize. He said the 
weekly installments were the con- 
sideration; the contract holder’s 
lack of knowledge as to when his 
contract would be chosen for “dis- 
count,” if at all, constituted the 
chance, and the prize was the fur- 
niture awarded on “discounted” 
contracts. 


Coffin Filled With Cement Figured 
in Insurance Fraud. ° 

Suspicion as to a death certifi- 
cate caused the Liberty Life Insur- 
ance Co. of Chicago to make an 
inquiry in December, 1925, that re- 
sulted in discovery of the $3000 
insurance fraud and the conviction 
of Howell by a jury in Circuit Judge 
Mix’s court. 

The death certificate said that 
Raymond Allen died Dec. 3—the 
day after he was buried—of “acute 
alcoholism superinduced by some 
unknown drug.” 

The alleged grave of Raymond 
Allen was opened and searchers 
found there the body ef James 
Moore, a Negro who died in his 
home at 1812 North Jefferson ave- 
nue, Nov. 13, 1925, of pneumonia. 
Moore’s grave yielded 200 pounds 
of cement, carefully packed in ex- 
celsior, in an expensive steel coffin, 
where as Moore's body was in a 
shabby coffin of wood. On strength 
of these discoveries, Howell and 
his assistant, James Slaughter, were 
arrested. 

The man on whom the insurance 
was written turned out to be Ray- 
mond Hurling, porter in a barber 
shop, who was reported, dead after 
a physician, who said he was sent 
by Howell, had called on him. 
Hurling was an important witness 
in Howell's trial.

They said the man 
seemed to be dead; that when they 
arrived on the scene, a cali al- 
ready had been placed for a City 
Hospital ambulance, and that no 
one suggested the man be taken 
to any other hospital. One ex- 
pressed his own opinion that pri- 
vate hospitals could not handle 
emergency cases as well as the 
city institution.- r 

Benjamin L. Imus, conductor on 
a westbound Delmar ca, whith 
had stopped 25 feet west of Union 
boulevard when the trolley slipped 
off, was standing on a rear win- 
dow sill, attempting to replace the 
trolley, when the car was rammed 
by a westbound Union car, crush- 
ing Imus. This was at 6:20 p. m. 
yesterday. Imus was carried into 
a nearby drug store, placed on the 
floor, and, after a delay of several 
minutes, removed in a patrol wag- 
on to City Hospital, several miles 
away. He was dead on arrival 
there, at 6 p. m. 

A Coroner’s jury today returned 
a verdict of accident, exonerating 
the Union car motorman, John W. 
Loveland, who said he did not see 
the-unlighted car ahead. The 
jury’s verdict was that death oc- 
curred en-route to the hospital, but 
a physician who made an autopsy 
later reported that death was in- 
stantaneous. 

A drug store employe, who was 
quoted previously as saying Imus 
was living when brought into the 
store and that police rejected a 
suggestion that he be taken to the 
nearest hospital, was not at the in- 
quest. 

The policemen who worked on 
the case were Lieut. James Smyth 
and Officers George Schlueter, 
George Loesche, Nat Dunn, Walter 
McFessel and Theodore Boenker. 

Imus was 27 years old and re- 
sided with his wife, one child, three 
stepchildren and his mother-in- 
law at 5900 West Park avenue. He 
had attended the Rolla School of 
Mines for three years and planned 
to complete nis studies at Wash- 
ington University. He was work- 
ing extra time as a conductor, and 
on leaving home yesterday morn- 
ing said he hoped to earn money 
for Christmes presents by working 
Sunday.

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MOB ATTEMPTS 
T0 SEIZE NEGRO 
IN COURTROOM 


North Carolina Sheriff 
Foils Move to Lynch 
Prisoner Sentenced to Die 
for Killing Girl. 


By the Associated Press. 

GOLDSBORO, N. C., Dec. 12.— 
Rescued by officers fror: the hands 
of a mob, Larry Newsome, young 
Negro, awaited in the Raleigh State 
penitentiary today his electrocu- 
tion on Jan, 13 for the murder of 
Buela Tedder, a 15-year-old daugh- 
ter of a farmer. 

The attempt to lynch the Negro 
was stopped by the firing of Sheriff 
W. D. Grant’s pistol after he had 
pulled Newsome from ‘ e hands of 
the dead girl’s relatives, who 
pounced upon him yesterday as he 
sat in court. The trial, the first on 
Sunday in North Carolina, procced- 
ed peacefully thereafter, with Na- 
tional Guardsmen of Battery A, 
113th Field Artillery, sitting about 
the prisoner. 

William Tedder, brother of the 
girl, who, with the father. Eric 
Tedder, led the attack on the Ne- 
gro amid cries of “get him” and 
“take 1,” was subdued by che 
officers and handcuffed to two of 
them throughout the rest of the 
trial. The father also was placed 
under guard, An automatic pisto! 
which Henry A. Grady, the presid- 
ing Judge, placed on his desk be- 
side him, also assured peace. 

Many persons in the crowded 
courtroom surged forward to aid 
the Tedders as, five minutes after 
court convened, they strode for- 
ward down the aisle and pulled the 
Negro from his chair. Sheriff Grant 
and his deputies rescued Newsome, 
who lost some of his clothing in the 
melee, The prisoner was thrust 
into an anteroom, before whose 
door Grant wheeled and fired two 
shots into the air as a warning to 
the crovd. 

Fifteen minutes after the case 
went to the jury a verdict of guilty 
was returned. Newsome was hus- 
tled into an automobile and under 
troop escort was taken to Raleig:. 

His trial ended 60 hours after 
the Tedder girl’s body was found in 
a cotton field, with her throat cut. 
The killing was traced to New- 
some, who, a Deputy Sheriff said, 
later confessed.

Miss Mary Bowe Sims, 23, color- 
tura soprano, of Richmond, Va2., 
and Libero Mitcheletti, 22, baritone, 
of Galveston, Tex., were given the 
fifth prizes of $250 each. 

The judges were Mme. Louise 
Homer, Reinald Werrenrath, Yeat- 
man Griffith, George Ferguson, T.

*Y INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 12. 
—The American Legion poll on the 
wet and dry issue will not be tak- 
en, Edward E. Spafford, national 
commander, told state adjutants 
and commanders, meeting in a na- 
tional conference today. Spafford 
said the poll would have to be or- 
dered by the National Executive 
Committee and that he would not 
bring the matter before the com- 
mittee which meets here in Janu- 
ary. 
Spafford said: “In a speech in 
New York City, the other evening, 
I proposed that a poll of the Amer- 
ican Legion be taken on the wet 
and dry issue. This proposal was 
made on the highest plane, for I 
am one who tries to uphold and de- 
fend the Constitution of the United 
States. 
“The poll, if taken’ will not be 
indulging in partisan politics. How- 
ever, after careful consideration, it 
seems that it is so controversial 
as to cause misunderstandings 
among our own members and I 
have decided not to bring the mat- 
ter before this body, nor shall I 
bring it before the National Execu-— 
tive Committee. Unless ordered by 
that National Executive Commit- 
tee, a poll will ndt be taken. 
“A poll of some organization like 
ours would be of tremendous as- 
sistance to our nation, for it un- 
doubtedly would cause our great 
political. parties te write into their 
platforms in clear and unmilstak- 
able language just where they 
stood on the great moral question 
of the age. 
“Our organization is founded on 
the same principles ag was our 
National Government. All legis- 
lative programs should arise from 
within the posts: but suggestions 
and proposals to the posts should -

Nothing New About Mint but 
It Has Caught the Pop- 
ular Fancy. 


| 
| 


When the literal-minded say to 
you that mint sauce has nothing to 
do with nutrition reply calmly 
|'that you know better! 
| Point out that this pungent and 
'stimulating flavor may work won- 
ders. It may help the tired moth- 
er of the household to find her lost 
appetite, It may cause the young 
daughter to be satisfied with a meal 
that would otherwise seem to her 
too every-day and uninteresting. It 
may give you a reputation for be- 
ing a “wonderful cook.” In short, 
zest, dash, atmosphere and flavor 
are no more to be despised than 
are proteins, fats, carbohydrates 
and vitamins. 

Mint sauce, for lamb and mutton 
certainly. Mint jelly with equal 
positiveness, but let us not stop 
with these two. There are dozens 
of ways in which mint may be used 
to give flavor and, therefore, health 
value. 

A law-abiding mint julep comes 
first. Our Virginia and Kentucky 
friends of the old school might, it 
is true, sniff to heaven at the mere 
mention, but never mind! 

To make a modern mint julep, 
pour one-quarter of a cup of boil- 
ing water on two tablespoons of 
ground fresh mint. Add juice of 
‘one lemon and a_ tablespoon of 
| sugar and let the mixture stand for 
‘about 15 minutes. Then put in 
'cracked ice. Fill the glasses with 


ice water, laying a few sprigs of 
mint and two maraschino cherries 
on top and enjoy yourself. . 

Next time the young daughter of 
the house hankers after unusual 
confections for a special occasion, 
suggest that she prepare candied 
mint leaves. Tell her to select per- 
fect leaves and dip them in heavy 
syrup. To make this syrup, she 
must boil one cup of sugared mint 
leaves are then drained and set 
away on wax paper for a few 
hours, when they are brushed with 
lightly beaten egg white and dust- 
ed with granulated sugar. One 
recipe reads to dry in the sun, but 
some of us city dwellers must have 
recourse to the radiator. 

And did you ever try lemon ice 
with mint? One-quarter cup of 
mint leaves are boiled together 
with two cups of water, One cup 
of sugar, the grated rind of one- 
half lemon and two-thirds cup of 
lemon juice, plus a dash of ‘salt. 
This will give you the most delect- 
able mixture for freezing that you 
could possibly imagine. 

Mint Sandwiches, 

Pulverize one tablespoonful of 
mint leaves; pour over them two 
tablespoonfuls of bolling water. 
Let it stand for about a half an 
hour. Cook half an ounce of gela- 
tine in one tablespoonful of water. 
Dissolve it over hot water. Strain 
the mint into the gelatine and 
whén cool add a pint of rich 
whipped cream and a pinch of salt. 
Let this stand in a mold until per- 
fectly cold and firm. 

Slice in thin slices and put be- 
tween dainty slices of bread. 


Way to Slice Bacon. 
The best way to slice bacon is 
to have the piece cold and firm; 


then slice down toward the rind. 
Cut as many slices as is desired, 
then cut along the rind and sepa- 
rate them.

MAKE CHRISTMAS COOKIES 
FOR THE HOLIDAY SEASON 


As the Season Is One of Good 
Cheer, Eats Play a Large Part 
In Its Observance. 

Most. housewives make a supply 
of cookies and small cakes for 
Christmas holidays. 

These recipes will make 
usually attractive cakes: 

These are from a German recipe 
and should be made and packed 
away in stone jars at least a week 
before using. They are a very de- 
lectable dainty. 

One pound of pulverized sugar, 
one pound of flour, one-quarter 
pound of almonds blanched and 
sliced, one-quarter pound of citron, 
sliced fine; four eggs, two ounces 
of ground cinnamon, a pinch of 
ground cloves. 

Beat the eggs and sugar together 
very light, then gradually add the 
flour, to which have been added 
the spices, then the almonds and 
citron. Roll out to one-quarter of 
an inch, cut with round cutters 
and bake in a moderate, not slow, 
oven.

Christmas Cookies. 


One-half cup shortening, one cup 
of sugar, one egg, one-third of a 
cup of hot water, two cups of pas- 
try flour, one and one-half tea- 
spoons baking powder, three- 
fourths teaspoon baking. soda, 
three-fourths cup of raisins, three- 
fourths cup nut meats, two table- 
spoons of caraway seeds, one-half 
teaspon of salt and one teaspoon 
or more of vanilla. Almonds are 
excellent in this cookie, or English 
walnuts may be used. 

Put together in the usual way, 
creaming the shortening thoropgh- 
ly, first adding the sugar to it 
gradually and beating the two to- 
gether until light, then add _ the 
egg and the soda dissolved in the 
hot water and the nuts and raisins 
chopped rather fine. Mix and sift 
the dry ingredients together, stir in 
the seeds and then combine with 
the wet mixture, mixing thoroughly 
and adding the vanilla. Drop from 
a spoon on a well-greased tin and 
bake in a 350-degree oven for 10 
minutes, or bake in an oven not 
quite so hot for a little longer, but 


not long enough to dry out the 
‘cookie greatly.

Valuable as it is, bread and but- 
ter is not the only form of 
“dressed-up” bread. Various forms 
of sweet bread, apple cake, coffee 


cake and buns are also bright and 
shining lights when it comes to in- 
creasing the energy of bread that 
is plain and unadorned. 

Discussions abound for women 
who are interested solely in the 
“cooking end” oof making these 
fancy breads. It is time that we 
used them as a basis for talks 
about diet. 

Take apple cake, for example. 
One -is willing to wager that, no 
matter how small the appetite ‘for 
breakfast, it will rise to the bait 
of a golden square of this delicacy. 
Now it is not merely because of 
the variety afforded by introd‘ic- 
ing apple cake that appetite is 
spurred, although this element is 
important. The food value inhor- 
ent in apple cake is in itself wor- 
thy of discussion. 

If the cake part is made of very 
light dough, that, of course, fur- 
nishes a digestible form of body 
building material and energy. When 
fresh apples are added, they bring 
with them vitamins and mineral 
salts. It is easy to see then how 
a product. that furnishes, first, en- 
ergy, then body building material, 
then vitamins and minerals, can 
make a good showing for itself. 

Coffee cake is another of the 
sweet breads. Nuts form the chief 
addition here. Their office is dif- 
ferent from that of the fruits in 
the apple cake; nuts increase the 
food value of the simply sweet- 
ened coffee cake or bread by add- 
ing body building material and fat. 
When there is a thick top layer of 
nicely blanched nut meats, the cof- 
fee cake is a close rival of the ap- 
ple cake so far as balance of food 
elements is concerned. 

Another form of dressed-up 
bread is raisin bread. Puffy rai- 
sins add both energy and iron to 
the digestible body building mate- 
rial of the wheat. While many 
women delight in making these ap- 
petizing small breads at home, they 
should be reminded that they may 
save considerable labor by purchas- 
ing them from their local bakers. 
While thinking about the food 
value of this form of bread, moth- 
ers should be reminded that what 
used to be called “bread cake” or 
“sweetened dough” is one of the 
best forms in which to give chil- 
dren a treat. They will not be ro 
apt to clamor for rich cake or oth- 
er varieties if they have a square 
of apple cake or a bit of toasted 
raisin bread. 


TRY LAYER FRUJT CAKE 


This Cake Is Decidedly New in the 
Realm of Christmas Cakes. 

The demand for layer cakes has 
suggested the idea of making lay- 
er fruit cake, the recipe for which 
is appended. 

Layer Fruit Cake. 

One-third cup butter, one cup 
Sugar, two eggs, one teaspoon 
vanilla extract, one cup milk, two 
cups pastry or bread flur, three 
teaspoons baking powder, one- 
quarter teaspoon salt. 

Cream butter well, add sugar, 
add yolks of eggs and vanilla; mix 
well; add milk, then flour. baking 
powder and salt, which have been 
sifted together; mix in beaten a 44 
whites. Bake in three greased and 
floured layer tins in moderate oven 
about 20 minutes. Put cake to- 
gether with fruit filling and cover 
thickly with white jcing. Ma‘es 
thre layers baked in eight-inch tins 

Fruit Filling and Icing. 

Two and a half cups granulated 
Sugar, three-quarters cup boiling 
water, one teaspoon baking powder 
whites of two eggs, one teaspoon 
lemon juice, one cup mixed datcs, 
cherries and pineapple, cut fine. 

Boil sugar, water and baking pow- 
der without stirring until sirup

that can pass and catch a ball 
correctly he has the material to 
produce a championship team. A 
team that can handle the ball prop- 
érly has both defense and offense 
in one fundamental. 

A player should watch the ball 
continuously. He should not only 
know where the ball is but who 
controls it. When receiving a pass 
re should watch the ball until he 
has it firmly in his hands. A great 
many players try to pass or shoot 
the ball before they have actually 
ci.ught it. 

The arm and body should al- 
ways give a little in the direction 
in which the ball is moving. Do 
not catch the ball on the hee! of 
the hand; catch it with the finger 
and thumb. Learn to catch with the 
finger and thumb back of the axis 
of the ball. By doing this you 
will not have to shift the ball in 
your hands before shooting or 
passing to a team mate. The fin- 
ger should be relaxed and not 
stiff. Stiff fingers and a forward 
motion of the arms cause fight- 
ing the ball, a term familiar to 
all coaches, Try to correct this 
fault and you will do away with 
fumbling the ball. 


The One-Hand Pass. 


HE ball is thrown in about 
the same manner as a baseball 
is thrown. Bringing the ball 
back over the shoulder the arm 
is brought forward; the wrist and 
fingers are snapped downward. 
The ball leaves the hand directly 
under the fingers. The whole arm 
is carried through in this pass. 
To pass with two Lands over the 
shoulder, the ball is held over 
either shoulder, well back and with 
the elbows somewhat wide apart.

EEPING house with one maid 
K requires system and a mistress 

who is resourceful and helpful, 
healthy and capable of doing her 
share of the work. Highly trained 
specialized help is expensive, and 
they will not do all the things the 
old general houseworker used to 


do. In a house they will not wash 
and iron, or do other heavy work. 
In an apartment they will wash out 
silk undies, napkins, handkerchiefs, 
and so on, but the bulk of the wash 
must go to the laundry or a wom- 
an must come in and do it. 

Besides a system that will work 
we must have a co-operative fam- 
ily. If the mistress does the mar- 
keting, fancy cooking, prepares the 
salad and pudding sauces, takes 
care of table decorations and such 
details, things should go easily, 
especially if mistress and maid 
work congenially together. Things 
should be so planned that she has 
her afternoon and evening off each 
week and every other Sunday 
afternoon and evening free, an 
hour or two free each afternoon.

for diagnosis and advice. 
is the person to go to.

occupies a responsible position in a hospital, one who is recommended 


by some other good doctor. 


Clinics are of two kinds: Temporary clinics, which are estab- 
lished for a few days for the purpose of affording free examination 
at times when cancer weeks, health days or other brief periods of 


intensive educational activities are being conducted, 


and perma- 


nent clinics, which are usually connected with general hospitals. 
In a well conducted clinic, either temporarily or permanently 


established, the patient is given the best of 


scientific attention. 


In such places facilities exist for diagnosis that are far beyond the 
usual resources of private physicians.. Furthermore, in clinics there 
is generally a group of .physicians who are specialists in treating 


the various parts of the body where cancer occurs. 


Thus, cancer 


of the tongue is attended to by a man who possesses special knowl- 


edge and skill in oral surgery. 
and cancer in other locations. 


And so with cancer of the breast 
It is to be noted that the 


skillful 


surgeon who treats the cancer is one who is especially familiar with 
the part of the body in which the cancer occurs, 

Cancer specialists, that is, persons who treat cancer no matter 
in what location it occurs, fre not at all common among persons 


of high standing in the medical profession. 


A person who adver- 


tises himself as a cancer specialist is usually a charlatan and with- 
out any standing among physicians.
